I am a sole inventor of the above application. 

I invented the present invention in Japan about europium- 
activated p-sialon phosphor and filed a patent application as 
Japanese Patent Application No. 2004-070894 on March 12, 2004, and 
subsequently filed a PCT application PCT/JP 2005/004596 on March 9, 
2005, which was entered in the U.S. National phase as Serial No. 
10/564,439 on January 12, 2006. 

Before the Japanese application was filed in Japan, the 
assignee of the present application established a joint research 
agreement with Fujikura Ltd. on July 1, 2003 about europium- 
activated a-sialon phosphor and light-emitting device using the 
same . 
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Since the present invention is directed to europium-activated 
p-sialon phosphor and invented only by me, I am the sole inventor 
of the present application. 

I invented another invention with other three inventors based 
on the joint research agreement and filed Japanese Patent 
Application No. 2005-079059 on March 18, 2005. Subsequently, the 
invention was filed in U.S.A. as Serial No. 11/344,126 on February 
1, 2006, which was patented on August 7, 2007 as US 7,253,466. 

Under the circumstances, the invention as disclosed in the 
present application was invented by me, not other person; the 
invention disclosed in US 7,253,466 and overlapping in concept with 
the present invention was invented me; and the invention disclosed 
only in the patent was invented by me and other three inventors.
